Long jail term for 
burglar who knifed 
victim in stomach 

A MAN who left his victim’s intestines hanging 
out after stabbing him in the stomach during a 
burglary has been jailed for 14 years. 

Oluwafemi Akinteyo was sentenced at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court last Wednesday after 
being found guilty of aggravated burglary with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm. 

Akinteyo, 25. and an unidentified man followed 
two women into a hostel in Green Lanes, Finsbury 
Park, on November 4 2011, before forcing their 
way into a flat there. 

The two produced a knife and threatened to stab 
a 25-year-old man before punching him and 
demanding money. 

Akinteyo also threatened to take away an 18- 
month-old child, who was inside the flat, before 
leading the victim out at knifepoint into Wood- 
berry Grove. He then stabbed the man in the stom¬ 
ach and the victim underwent surgery in hospital. 

Akinteyo was arrested on August 18 last year for 
driving a vehicle with no licence and not in 
accordance with a licence. 

He gave a false name to the police and was 
arrested after an officer doubted his identity and 
decided to confirm his true name. 

When Akinteyo, from Upper Clapton, was jailed 
and a further five years was added to his licence 
period due to the fact that he was deemed danger¬ 
ous, making the full sentence 19 years. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable Rhodri 
Gardner said: “This prosecution was brought 
about despite the reluctance of the victim to give 
evidence at court. 

“It demonstrates the will and determination of 
the police and Crown Prosecution Service to bring 
about prosecutions despite many obstacles.” 
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TOTTENHAM Hotspur have been granted 
permission to create their own specialist college.

The 30-year-old driver of the Audi was 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving, driving under the 
influence and possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs.

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School expansion is approved

COUNCIL chiefs came under fire from 
furious residents after a controversial 
plan to expand a primary school was 
approved at a heated meeting. 

At a planning committee meeting on 
Tuesday last week, residents who live 
close to George Spicer Primary School, 
said they were “very disappointed” 
when councillors gave the green light to 
plans that would see an extra two forms 
added to each year. 

It means there will be an additional 
840 pupils attending the school, in 
Southbury Road, Enfield, by 2019. 

Ann Lea, whose house backs on to 
the planned development, made an 
impassioned plea to the committee 
and presented the councillors with a 
petition signed by 520 people opposed 
to the expansion. 

Speaking after the decision, she told 
the Advertiser. “I’m very disappointed. 


They didn’t even answer any of the 
questions I put to them.” 

Earlier in the evening, Ms Lea told 
the meeting: “The school is too large to 
be wedged into this small piece of land 


at the edge of the playing fields. It is not 
directly situated on any road, accessibil¬ 
ity is not good. 

“Indeed the site is hardly big enough 
to carry out a proper fire drill, let alone 


permit access for emergency vehicles. 
It’s illogical, nonsensical and 
problematic to build a school in this day 
and age without vehicular access or a 
dropping-off zone.” 

The new buildings, which will house 
the reception class and Years 1 and 2, 
will be built on the site of the profes¬ 
sional development centre in Kimberley 
Gardens. That will be demolished to 
make way for two one-storey buildings. 

The school is sandwiched between 
Ladysmith Road and Sketty Road and 
residents fear that the volume of traffic 
will overwhelm the narrow residential 
streets off Southbury Road. 

In a bid to ease the anticipated con¬ 
gestion, council transport chiefs have 
included a new car park in the plans to 
allow parents to “park and stride” to the 
school with their children. 

Council bosses have stressed the 
expansion is desperately needed in 
order to boost the number of primary 
school places in the borough. 


Travellers cite double standards after planning bid rejected

A FAMILY of travellers say they are 
“disappointed” after their bid to set up 
home on a stretch of green belt land in 
Enfield was turned down. 

Irish traveller Jim Lanvin had applied 
for planning permission for three static 
caravans in Durwen Nursery, in Tingeys 
Top Lane, but the application was 
rejected by Enfield Council’s planning 
committee on Tuesday last week. 

Although Mr Lanvin’s bid was 
rejected because the site is on green belt 
land, another planning application for 


four five-bedroom detached houses, to 
be built in King’s Oak Nursery, also on 
green belt land in Tingeys Top Lane, 
had been approved by councillors 
shortly beforehand at the same meeting. 

Mr Lanvin admitted he was surprised 
at the decision, telling the Advertiser 
there appeared to be double standards. 

His wife, who did not want to give 
her name for fear of repercussions, said: 
“It’s disgraceful. We’re being victimised 
just for putting in an application.” 

Toby Simon, Labour councillor for 


Enfield Highway, said: “The council 
hasn’t provided any traveller sites in the 
borough and needs to take into account 
its duties under equalities legislation.” 

Welcoming the committee’s decision, 
chairman of the Crews Hill Residents’ 
Association Peter Jeffery said: “We had 
strongly opposed the application and 
applaud the committee for continuing to 
enforce the no-residential policy for the 
green belt.” 

Mr and Mrs Lanvin have said they 
will appeal against the decision.

THOUSANDS of pounds is being donated 
to good causes by the organisers of the 
Palmers Green Festival. 

A maze in Broomfield Park and money to 
help a teenager go to Borneo, in south-east 
Asia and build a community hall are just a 
few of the schemes being supported by the 
Improvement Opportunity Fund.

He said the teenager going to Borneo will 
receive a small grant, funding about five per 
cent of his costs. 

“He’s going to take T-shirts with Palmers 
Green Festival on them with him, and who 
knows if the people in Borneo will Google 
the place,” Karl added.

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Five people held 
after drugs raids 


TWO cannabis factories were discovered n 
Enfield last week during the latest drug busts 
by police. 

Operation Hawk continued on Wednesday 
morning as 14 properties across the borough 
were raided, leading to five arrests. 

Officers from safer neighbourhood teams 
seized more than 200 cannabis plants, as well 
as 200 bags of cannabis with a street value of 
£5,000, 14 wraps of cannabis resin and 
£5,000 in cash. 

The cannabis factories were uncovered in 
Trent Gardens, Southgate, and Aylands Road, 
Enfield Wash, with more than 100 plants 
recovered from each. 

A 36-year-old man was arrested at a home 
in Chester Road, Edmonton, for possession 
with intent to supply class B drugs. 

A 28-year-old man was arrested at a flat in 
Green Lanes, Palmers Green, for possession 
with intent to supply class A drugs. 

Two others were arrested in the same block. 
A 39-year-old man was held for possession 
of cannabis and possessing a prohibited 
weapon, CS spray, and a 36-year-old woman 
was also arrested for having CS spray. 

A 17-year-old boy was arrested for handling 
stolen goods and possession of cannabis. 

All five suspects have been released on 
police bail. 

Police in neighbouring Haringey made 11 
arrests on suspicion of offences including 
growing cannabis and possession with intent

to supply class A and class B drugs, immi¬ 
gration offences, possession of an offensive 
weapon and breaching bail conditions. 

Last Wednesday was the second day of 
major action across the capital by the 
Metropolitan Police after the operation began 
in September last year. 

Since then forces have been carrying out 
raids on a daily basis, with a total of 240 
cannabis factories being closed and 6,000 
warrants being executed across the capital. 

Across London last week, 387 arrests were 
made, a crystal meth lab was discovered and 
34 cannabis factories were unearthed. 

Three firearms were recovered in Sutton, 
Hounslow and Barking and Dagenham.

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Teenagers’ deaths in car 
crash ruled an accident

A CORONER has ruled that a car crash 
on the A10 in Cheshunt last year in 
which three teenagers from Enfield died 
was an accident. 

At a joint inquest last Wednesday into 
the deaths of lifelong friends Jack Boy- 
ton, 17, Harry Ferrand, 17, and Ashley 
Jones, 19, all of whom lived on the 
Elsinge Estate in Bullsmoor, the coroner 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

The inquest, which was held at 
Hatfield Coroner’s Court, heard that the 
three teenagers died after their Vauxhall 
Corsa crashed into a lorry on the A10 
northbound between the Turnford and 
Hoddesdon junctions on November 9. 

The lorry driver was not injured. 

Jack, who was driving the car, was an 
avid West Ham football fan, who was 
due to celebrate his 18th birthday the 
following month. 

He was about to start his first full-time 
job at an estate agent in Tottenham. 

His mother Sarah said: “Jack was a 
cheeky chap with massive personality. 

“He was never miserable and always 
picked people up with his sense of 
humour. 

“He had just passed his driving test 
and was so pleased - it was probably the 
happiest he’d ever been.” 

Harry, who was born at Chase Farm 
Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, lived 
in Southgate for two years before his 
family moved to Enfield. 


He went to Lea Valley High School, in 
Bullsmoor Lane, and had started a 
bricklaying course at Hertford Regional 
College, in Ware. 

He is survived by his mum Michelle 
Martin, his dad Matt Ferrand and his 
older sister Chanel, 19. 

Mr Ferrand said: “He was a typical 
teenager and loved his football. He was a 
massive Tottenham fan, as am I and as 
was my dad. 

“He loved singing from an early age. 
He would rap all the time and would 
annoy me with it but he loved it.” 

Arsenal fan Ashley, who was also born 


at Chase Farm, was described as 
“football mad” by his family. 

In 2001, he was team mascot at the 
very first game of the newly-formed 
Enfield Town FC, following the break¬ 
away from Enfield Football Club. 

He was a pupil at Lea Valley High 
School and went on to train to be an 
electrician at Hertford Regional College 
before switching to bricklaying. 

More than 7,500 people have joined a 
Facebook group entitled R.I.P Harry 
Ferrand Ashley Jones Jack Boyton, 
where countless tributes to the three 
friends have been posted.

A POLICE officer has been 
commended for bravery after 
stopping an attempted armed 
robber - while he was off duty. 

Detective Constable Jonathan 
Rowland was driving past Day¬ 
light Signs, in Alma Road, 
Enfield Wash, on January 22 
2010 when he saw three men 
trying to rob the business. 

The trio threatened workers at 
the sign makers with a gun, 
pistol-whipping one member of 
staff and leaving another with a 
minor head injury. 

DC Rowland spotted the 
struggle as it spilled out into the 
car park, and pulled over as 
he saw one of the attempted 
robbers aiming the gun at a 
member of staff. 

The unarmed detective identi¬ 
fied himself as a police officer- 
and two of the gang ran off. 

The other man continued to 
aim the gun until being dis¬ 
armed by DC Rowland, who 
then asked a bystander to call 
the police. 

The brave officer continued 


to detain the struggling suspect 
until police arrived before 
helping give first aid to the 
victims and securing evidence 
at the scene. 

The attempted robber was 
jailed for six-and-a-half years in 
June 2010. 

Metropolitan Police Commis¬ 
sioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe 
praised DC Rowland, a detec¬ 
tive with Haringey police, as 
well as 20 other police officers, 
at a special ceremony on Tues¬ 
day last week to commend them 
for their “exceptional acts”. 

He said: “These officers are 
all outstanding and I am very 
proud of what they do and have 
done for the Metropolitan Police. 

“Every day, officers are out 
in communities, attending 
emergency situations and going 
to great lengths to ensure that 
the streets of London are safe. 

“These commendations are a 
small way for me to recognise 
and thank some of those 
officers for their exceptional 
actions.”

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Unhealthy situation 
for expectant mums 

THE fact that 158 women were diverted from 
Chase Farm and Barnet hospitals while in labour 
last year should come as a warning for hospi¬ 
tal chiefs just months before maternity units at 
Chase Farm are due to be removed. 

With rising birth rates and a large number of 
families moving into Barnet and Enfield, will 
the added capacity at Barnet and the North 
Middlesex hospital be sufficient? 

Queen Elizabeth II in Welwyn Garden City 
lost its maternity ward in 2011 and now bosses 
at Whittington Hospital in Archway are con¬ 
sidering capping the number of births there. 

The argument is that the health service can 
no longer afford to have three maternity wards 
across Barnet and Enfield and that centralisa¬ 
tion of services will improve care. 

That may well be the case, but are health 
bosses taking into consideration population 
change and the knock-on effects of austerity 
on NHS provision? 

We mustn’t give up 

IT is sad that once again Edmonton appears to 
have been rocked by gang-related violence. 

To outsiders it may seem like a trivial tit- 
for-tat, but when the body count continues to 
rise, it is something that should cause grave 
concern to the whole community. 

It is clear there aren’t any easy answers. 

There have been various attempts to stop the 
gang violence in the area - Enfield Council’s 
gang call-in is just one example - but clearly 
the problems are not going away. 

The one thing to take from this horrible 
incident is that the powers-that-be - the police, 
the council, the community and youth leaders 
- should not give up. 

The people of Edmonton, particularly the 
young men at the centre of all this bloodshed, 
need the all the help they can get.

Consign Broomfield House to history books 


RE: “Broomfield House not an eye¬ 
sore to majority” ( Advertiser , March 
13), to spend £6.7million to provide 
community use, a refreshment facility 
and historical information is excessive. 

It is incorrect to say that none of 
these would be available under com¬ 
mercial schemes. Whitbread’s plan to 
renovate Broomfield House at a cost 
of £1.8 million in 1996, supported 
by English Heritage, included all of 
these at no cost to the council. 

And who are the vast numbers who 
recognise the distinctive value for 
present and future generations? 

In 1996, when its loss was fresh in 
residents’ memory, only 320 of a 
population of 200,000 replied to a 


council questionnaire about its 
future. Since then, there has been no 
great call for it to be restored. 

It would seem that 29 years with 
no result has erased interest apart 
from a few obsessed with Broomfield 
House, Broomfield House Trust and 
Friends of Broomfield Park. 

The historical value of the site 
should be taught in Enfield’s schools 
and excellent books by local 
historians are available to satisfy 
existing and future generations. 
Reprovision at any cost with council 
help must now be questioned. 

Over the years, it has been unclear 
how rebuilding costs would be met. 
The Heritage Lottery Fund has 


refused a request for £4.175m as it 
was concerned about the scale of 
restoration and the size of the 
request. There was still a shortfall of 
£2.525m and the council should be 
transparent with its commitment and 
the very large sums of money 
required. If council money is 
involved, residents should be 
consulted for their agreement. 

Let us accept that Broomfield 
House is gone but not forgotten. 

It has become too expensive to 
reprovide and any money available 
should be used to reduce Enfield’s 
housing waiting list.

No point in consultation if you ignore views

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Renewed concern over 
maternity unit closure 

More than 150 mums-to-be turned 
away from hospital, report reveals

HEALTH campaigners have raised new 
fears over maternity care after figures 
reveal that 158 women in labour were 
turned away from Chase Farm and 
Barnet hospitals last year because wards 
were full. 

Chase Farm, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, where more than 3,000 babies 
were born in 2012, is losing its mater¬ 
nity and accident and emergency 
services in November. 

Mums-to-be will have to go instead to 
North Middlesex University Hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton, or Barnet 
Hospital, in Wellhouse Lane, Barnet. 

To cope with increased demand, 
maternity services at Barnet and the 
North Mid are to be enlarged as part of 
the £115million Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical Strategy. 

But campaigners warn that maternity 
wards will still buckle under the pres¬ 
sure of rising birth rates and population 
growth in both Enfield and Barnet. 

The latest figures have been published 
in a report by NHS North Central 
London. 

Kate Wilkinson, from the Save Chase 


Farm campaign, said: “The fact 
that 158 women were diverted 
to other hospitals while in 
established labour last year 
is completely unaccept¬ 
able, and now we are 
set to lose considerable 
capacity at Chase Farm. 

“With rising birth rates 
in people migrating into 
Enfield and Barnet, how 
are they going to provide for 
increased demand? And will 
increased capacity at Barnet and 
the North Mid be paid for, built and up 
and running by the time services are 
removed at Chase Farm?” 

Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman of 
Enfield Council’s health and well-being 
scrutiny panel, said: “With the level of 
birth rates in the eastern corridor of the 
borough, and the existing health 
inequalities in Enfield, we need to get 
further assurances so that we can be sure 
there will be adequate provision once 
services are removed from Chase Farm. 
At present, I am not convinced.” 

A spokeswoman for the Barnet and 
Chase Farm NHS Hospitals Trust said 
there were plans for an additional 57 
maternity beds at Barnet Hospital - and

it is expected that by the end of the year 
there will be capacity for 6,000 births a 
year at both Barnet Hospital and the 
North Mid. 

Adam Rodin, consultant obstetrician 
at Barnet and Chase Farm, said: “We are 
confident that with these local healthcare 
changes, along with investments in new 
facilities and the right number of clinical 
staffing at Barnet and Chase Farm 
hospitals and North Middlesex, women 
will receive an improved experience and 
feel more confident in their place of 
choice to give birth.”

Benefit changes 
forcing a choice

ENFIELD residents on benefits are bracing 
themselves after a raft of changes to the welfare 
system come into force this week. 

As of Monday, the amount that can be claimed 
has been capped, many residents are faced with 
council tax bills for the first time and those who 
are living in social housing, on housing benefit, 
and have one or more spare rooms will lose 
between 14 and 25 per cent of their state handout. 

Enfield is one of four outer London boroughs, 
along with Haringey, Bromley and Croydon, in 
which the new benefit cap is being piloted. 

The total that families can claim will now be 
£500 a week, while single people can claim a 
weekly maximum of £350. At the same time cuts 
to council tax benefit mean that many residents 
will be faced with having to pay 19.5 per cent of 
their council tax bills for the first time. 

However, most controversially, the government’s 
“bedroom tax”, also known as the Under 
Occupancy Rule, means that 1,767 households 
renting from Enfield Council or a housing 
association, who are also receiving housing 
benefit, will lose 14 per cent of their allowance if 
they have a spare bedroom, and 25 per cent for 
two spare bedrooms or more. 

The policy, which the government says is 
designed to tackle under-occupancy in social 
housing, means that families in council housing 
will lose on average £16.62 a week and those rent¬ 
ing from a housing association will lose £17.41 a 
week if they have one spare room, and £31.58 per 
week for two or more spare rooms.

Enfield North Conservative MP Nick de Bois 
defended the changes. He told the Advertiser. 
“We cannot stick with the level of spending that 
the last government has left us with and there¬ 
fore we need to reform the benefits system. 

“The process in Enfield will inform how the 
benefit changes will impact on people as it is 
being rolled out here first. As part of the govern¬ 
ment’s budget, we are allowing people to buy 
their council homes while forcing local authori¬ 
ties to build new homes with the receipts, which 
will ease the pressure on social housing. 

“The removal of the under-occupancy subsidy 
as part of housing benefit reform is about 
addressing the fact that a million rooms in social 
housing are empty, and many families are 
living in overcrowded housing and temporary 
accommodation. 

“This is about making work pay and getting 
people back into work. We are kicking off a new 
work programme and we have also exempted 
small business from paying income tax for new 
employees under income tax exemptions, which 
has been welcomed by the Federation of Small 
Businesses.” 

However, the reforms came under fierce 
criticism from Edmonton Labour MP Andy 
Love, who said: “If you assess the reforms 
cumulatively, you will realise they are going to 
have a serious impact on many families in 
Edmonton as well as other parts of Enfield. 

“It is not just the reforms as such, it is the fact 
that they are hitting people at the same time. 

“Many families will have to make a choice 
between eating or paying their rent, while others 
may have to move out of London. What is 



instead is equipping people with the right skills 
and increase lending to small businesses.” 

An Enfield Council spokeswoman said: “We 
fear an increased demand for already scarcely 
affordable housing and vulnerable customers 
suffering increased stress, anxiety and depression 
from debt, which will lead to extra service 
demand in the health sector. 

“Furthermore, if residents move into smaller 
and cheaper accommodation we may experience 
changes in demographics in some areas and find 


transient demand for services such as GP, school 
placements and social services provision will 
change. This may mean certain services are 
oversubscribed in some areas and under-used in 
others.” 

The council has put in place a dedicated welfare 
reform information team to help residents affected 
by the reforms.

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Union outrage at 
redundancy deals 
for college bosses

EDUCATION chiefs at Barnet and Southgate 
College shared a £400,000 golden goodbye pot 
when their positions were axed, a teachers’ union 
has revealed. 

Trade union members protested outside the 
college’s three campuses on Tuesday last week 
after discovering that senior managers received a 
redundancy deal that was about 30 per cent 
higher than those for 40 teaching staff let go 
when Barnet and Southgate colleges merged in 
November 2011. 

They are also “furious” that college bosses 
have so far refused to honour a pay rise of 0.7 per 
cent that was agreed nationally last August. 

Following a freedom of information request, 
the University and College Union, Unison and 
the Association of Teachers and Lecturers 
discovered that six senior managers, including 
former Barnet principal Marilyn Hawkins, had 
shared £409,000 in redundancy payments. 

The unions claim this amounts to the equivalent 
of 39 weeks’ salary each, while most lecturers, 
middle managers and cleaners who took volun¬ 
tary redundancy were offered just 26 weeks. 

UCU representative and lecturer David 
Armstrong accused college bosses of applying 
double standards. 

“We cannot have one rule for senior managers 
and another rule for the rest of the staff,” he said.

“We have had redundancies throughout the 
staff for the past ten years and they keep saying 
the redundancy packages are generous, but the 
senior managers get 30 per cent more.” 

Mr Armstrong also questioned the logic of 
handing out lavish pay-offs while continuing to 
freeze staff pay. “It’s not as if we are asking for 
much,” he added. “It’s just 0.7 per cent.” 

A college spokeswoman said £350,000 had 
been spent on moving teaching staff from the two 
colleges on to the same pay scale. 

She said: “Barnet and Southgate College is 
currently in discussion with the recognised trade 
unions regarding a possible staff award and is in 
the process of modelling the costs and impact of 
such changes.”

Pupils must learn about 
environment as part of 
the National Curriculum 


H AVING read Education Secretary 
Michael Gove’s proposals for the 
National Curriculum, I can only con¬ 
clude he occupies another planet and is 
ignorant of what is happening here on earth. 

His plans overlook what most thoughtful 
citizens take for granted - that children and 
young people, as custodians of the future, should 
learn about the environment. 

But examine the proposed curriculums for 
citizenship, science and geography and you will 
find no mention of climate change, ecology, 
alternative energy, pollution, fossil fuels or 
renewables and discover that only secondary age 
pupils will be taught that the production of 
carbon dioxide by human activity has an impact 
on climate - not climate change, however. 

Education is a political football, but I have 
never witnessed such a cynical attempt at 
educational brainwashing. 

Give your feedback to the Department for 
Education or write to your MP. 

Happily, there are more enlightened outfits. 
Last week’s Advertiser highlighted a £10million 
investment by British Gas and Enfield Council, 
providing energy efficiency improvements to 
1,017 homes and several hundred new jobs. 
Earlier this month, I visited the Ecobuild 


exhibition, a remarkable annual event at 
which some of the world’s leading construction 
companies put their environmental credentials 
on display, showing that building can be 
eco-friendly. 

I learnt about “biophilic cities”, developed in 
ways that respect people’s need to connect with 
the natural world. The Olympic Park is a good 
example with living walls and wild areas. 

Closer to home we have the planned “pocket 
parks” in Edmonton Green and Enfield Wash and 
Forty Hall’s community vineyard, hoping to 
produce its first organic wine this autumn. 

Designed, as it is, to enhance people’s physical 
and mental health by working outdoors, and 
sponsored by Capel Manor and Mind, this project 
perfectly illustrates the benefits of connecting 
with the environment. 

I hope it wins a City of London Growing 
Localities award.

BALE DELIGHTED 
BY VITAL VICTORY 


Thrilled by win: Gareth Bale believes that Tottenham’s win at 
Swansea could prove vital in their quest for a top-four finish

GARETH BALE believes that Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur’s 2-1 victory at Swansea City on Saturday 
could prove to be a massive result in their quest 
for Champions League qualification. 

Spurs had lost their previous three matches in 
all competitions - including successive Premier 
League defeats - to raise fears that they would 
suffer a repeat of the slump in form which they 
endured in the closing stages of last season. 

But first-half goals from Jan Vertonghen and 
the in-form Bale - who also made a superb last- 
ditch block in the dying moments - helped them 
to get back to winning ways as Tottenham took 
full advantage of Chelsea’s shock defeat at 
Southampton to climb back up into third place in 
the table. 

“We knew it was going to be difficult and it 
was a massive win for us,” Bale said. “We’d had a 
couple defeats in the Premier League and we just 
wanted to stop that and get our season back on 
track. We did that and I thought we thoroughly 
deserved the win. 

“We showed both sides of our game, not just 
attacking but defending as well. As I said, it was a 
great result and that pushes us right back up the 
table. It was important to stop the rot and try to 
kick on. 

“Jan and I scored a goal each and assisted each 
other but the most important thing was to get the 
three points. Jan is playing very well and he’s had 
a great first season for us. 

“We’re still in the running for our objectives and 
hopefully we can fulfil them. We’re in a great 
position now for Champions League qualification 
and that’s the most important thing. Hopefully we 
can keep this run going now.” 

Meanwhile, Tottenham Hotspur turn their atten¬ 
tion back to the Europa League tomorrow night as 
they welcome Swiss outfit Basel to White Hart 
Lane in the first leg of their quarter-final, and 
head coach Andre Villas-Boas firmly believes 


that they can go all the way in the competition. 

“We dream of winning trophies so our focus on 
the Europa League won’t shift,” he said. “We 
understand that we have to keep the team fresh 


and we are able to rotate as we have top-quality 
players that allow us to do so. 

“Now we are in the Europa League quarter¬ 
finals we can only dream of winning the trophy. 


“It has the same importance as every game that 
we play, although I understand that it is always 
the league position that determines the success of 
the season.” 


Cox nets four times in Borough’s romp 


DARRELL COX was on target four times in 
the second half as Haringey Borough refound 
their scoring touch in fine style on Saturday 
as they romped to a 5-0 victory at home to 
Stotfold in the Spartan Premier Division. 

Borough had failed to find the net in their 
previous two outings, and it took them some 
time to get into their stride in this match as 
the visitors were denied the opening goal by 
the crossbar. 

But the hosts finally broke the deadlock on 
43 minutes, with Anthony McDonald scoring 
following a prolonged scramble - with the 
goal being awarded despite Stotfold’s protests 
that the ball had failed to cross the line. 

This opened the floodgates as Borough took 
over complete control of the contest and Cox 


ended any doubt over the result by netting 
twice in the first six minutes of the second half. 

Stotfold squandered a chance to get back in 
the match when they had a penalty saved by 
home keeper Erbil Bozkurt, but Cox had the 
final say as he netted twice in the closing 
stages to seal an emphatic win. 

Borough had suffered a frustrating time on 
Thursday night as they were beaten 1-0 at 
home by Harefield United.
